team and airplane. 
Whereas Mr. M e ek er’s pilgrimages

rived at the national capital Oct. 6,

POINTERS FOR 
PARENTS

About the question of sleeping and 
keeping children warm and covered 
in cold winter nights, there is much 
to be said. 
Like every thing else, it is up to 
our own good judgment, for homes 
are different, children are different, 
weather 
is 
different.—and climate, 
too, play s a great part . 
There ex ists a certain popular idea 
about “hardening” 
children. 
T hat 
is, not allowing them to become ac­ 
customed to too many bed-clothes 
at night, and shoving up all the 
windows regardless of cold and wind. 
I ’ve 
seen 
parents 
do 
this who 
wouldn’t have thought of sleeping in 
such rooms themselves. 
I have gone 
into bedrooms at night where there 
were sleeping children, when it was 
all I could do to endure the cold 
with my street wraps on. 
The coldest day s and nights of the 
y ear are ahead of us now. 
We face 
three or four m onths of our bitter­ 
est weather. 
A wise m other is going to think 
this thing out now. 
First of all, there should be plenty 
of warm, light bed-clothes. 
This is 
important. 
Heavy 
bedclothes 
are 
not alway s warm, and they are never i 
healthful. 
Blankets should be made 
of wool. 
Comforts may be cotton- 
filled. but cotton is likely to lump 
in places, leaving other parts thin or 
entirely empty between the chintz 
covers. 
The ideal comfort is wool, 
or fleece filled. 
Eiderdown is ideal 
but very ex pensive. 
Nightgowns should be loose and 
warm. 
For winter they should be 
made of soft, fleecy material, such 
as outing flannel 
or 
the 
flex ible 
knitted fabrics made lor the pur­ 
pose. 
Ready -made 
sleeping 
g a r­ 
ments with feet, for children, can­ 
not well be improved upon. 
For little babies, sleeping bags are 
very practical. 
These can be made 
of small blankets folded double and 
sewed up the sides 
Snappers can 
be put at the 
top. 
covering 
the 
shoulders, allowing enough space for 
the head. 
This is better 
th an 
a 
draw-string. T here should be plenty j 
oi room to kick about inside the bag 
Blankets should be fastened to the 
J 
bed if children toss. 
Tapes can be 
sewed on the corners and tied to the , 
bars at the side. 
The air of the room should b e ; 
fresh and cold, but never bitter and j 
never blowing on the bed or around 1 
the head. Attractive bedroom screens j 
may be made cheaply by covering a I 
clothes-horse with cretonne. 
The 
sides and head of open beds should 
be lined. 
There is something else to be re­ 
membered. however. 
Not all winter 
nights are bitter. 
You can fix up a 
child lor below-zero weather and ex ­ 
pect him to be comiortable on a 
night registering 40 above. 
Don t 
keep him too hot on such nights. 
This is where the question of judg­ 
ment comes in. Consider y our house, 
looms, location or beds, and y our 
climate. 
If y ou want y our child to 
be well, give special attention to the 
way he sleeps.

Arthur Schnitzler, famo us Viennese dramatist, tells an in­ 
terviewer that he is very well satisfied with the existing uni­ 
verse except fo r the fact that man’s span o f life is a lto geth­ 
er to o sho rt. 
The interviewer, thereupo n, asks him if he wo uld be co n­ 
tent with a life the length o f Methuselah’s; and Schnitzler 
tells him that he wo uld no t. 
“ What,” he asks, “ are a tho usand years co mpared with 
eternity? ” 
Pro bably mo st o f us have much the same no tio n 
as 
Schnitzler, and this can hardly be enco uraging to the med­ 
ical specialists who are using every reso urce o f science to 
add a mere 10 years o r so to o ur life expectancy. 
They can 
expect scant thanks fo r that. 
No thing less than an eter­ 
nity o f living will ever satisfy us. 
We call o urselves relig­ 
io us, and pro fess an abiding faith, but death remains a mys­ 
tery which we are no t willing to so lve. 
This, o f co urse, makes fo r unhappiness. 
If we co uld o nce 
beco me reco nciled to the fa ct that life is sho rt and its jo ys 
fleeting, we co uld get alo ng with a great deal less misery. 
That wo uld seem to be the reaso nable thing to do . 
We ca n­ 
no t live fo rever; why no t admit it, make the best o f it, and 
lo o k fo r peace and co ntentment in the days that remain to 
us, instead o f bustling abo ut making o urselves and o ur fel­ 
lo ws miserable be trying to cram the earth and all the heav­ 
ens into a few sho rt decades? 
Unfo rtunately o r o therwise, we are no t reaso nable crea­ 
tures. 
There is in us so mewhere a who lly irratio nal spark 
o f divinity that refuses to co ncede that we are made o f clay. 
Our imaginatio n gives us a glimpse o f the things that might 
be po ssible fo r us if we were o nly given the time to acco m­ 
plish them, and we never can be satisfied with anything less. 
Immo rtal life, universal bro therho o d, never-ending peace, 
happiness fo r every human being— these are so me o f the 
glittering dreams that we have built to plague o urselves. 
The quick years pass and generatio ns o f men vanish and 
are replaced by their children, but always these dreams re­ 
main. 
And fro m being creatio ns o f o ur o wn desire, these 
visio ns end by beco ming o ur masters. 
They co mpel us up 
and o n, plague us, make us unhappy, keep us fro m resting 
— and little by little we bring them to ward realizatio n. We 
lift o urselves by o ur bo o tstraps. 
Our disco ntent with life as 
it is leads us to the co lo ssal task o f remo lding it i-nto what 
it o ught to be. 
No thing less than eternity and infinity will ever satisfy 
us; and that extremely unreaso nabe attitude is precisely 
the reaso n why we may lo o k o n the future o f the race with 
ho pe. 
We are climbing because we are to o fine to accept 
any place than tha t o f master o f all creatio n.
